Male deer injure fruit trees with their 
horns and during the summer deer feed on 
new shoot growth and developing fruit. 

Fencing is an effective means of keeping 
deer out of orchards, but it is expensive. The 
new high tensile electric wire has been effec¬ 
tive and is more economical than the woven 
wire fence. 

Smell and noise repellents also have been 
tried with limited success. 

Tabasco sauce has been tried and reported 
to be an effective taste repellent against deer 
and rodents. 

Human hair hung in a small bag from the 
trees and shrubs has shown favorable prom¬ 
ise in orchards and on shrubs. 

Some local people have also reported suc¬ 
cess. Why not visit your barber or hair¬ 
dresser and give it a try? There are many 
other repellents available. Your county 
extension office has a list. 

Several orchardists in Massachusetts are 
trying creosote this fall. At least one 
orchardist there has reported good results 
from its use.
